Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21-27 and 44-50 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 21 
and 44, the primary reason for the allowance of the claim is due to the specific limitation of a 
method for manufacturing semiconductor devices comprising testing circuit elements in a burn- 
in apparatus for electrical functions with the back surface of the wafer exposed to convective air 
in the burn-in apparatus. Since claims 22-27 depend from claim 21 and claims 45-50 depend 
from claim 44, they also have allowable subject matter.
